city to self-insurance 


By Don Green 

Faced with the prospect of 
another huge increase in liability 
‘insurance premiums, the city of 
Upland has decided to be largely 
self - insured in 1978. 

The City Council adopted the 
program, effective Jan. 1, at its 
meeting Dec. 19. 

City Manager Lee Travers told 
tlie council the city’s risk will be 
limited under the new coverage to 
$75,000 in any one instance and to 
$300,000 for all claims during 1978 
_ Finance Director Anthony 
Andrade said last week that Upland 
will continue to carry coverage with 
priva‘e firms for losses above those 
amuwts. 

He described the coverage as 
‘4ayered’’ — with three companies 
sharing the risk — and said the 
policies give the city coverage of 
claims up to $5 million for next year. 

Travers said that even if the city 
had a ‘‘catastrophic”’ year in 1978, it 
will still save about $125,000 
compared to the premiums the city 
had been quoted for continuing 
present, private coverage. 

He said the city will pay $162,114 
in premiums next year, with 
another $2,500 for administrative 
services provided by the insurance 
management firm of R.L. Koutz in 
Los Angeles 

Andrade said estimates from 
private firms for continuing present 
insurance ranged from $559,000 to 
$718,400 in premiums. 

The finance director said the 
skyrocketing increases in insurance 
premiums stem from several 
faetors. 

He noted that juries are awarding 
higher settlements on liability 
claims and added the public has an 
increased awareness that 
municipalities can be sued. 

“What could be settled for $5,000 


to $10,000 years ago out of court now 
leads to large awards,” he said. 

’ Andrade said a wider variety of 
public services provided by cities 
and generally higher costs also 
contribute to the greater insurance 
premiums 

“Now when you have a bad back 
for 15 years, it costs much more 
than it did seven years ago.” 

He said the city paid about 
$225,000 in liability premiums this 
year compared to about $100,000 in 
1976 

With premiums of more than two 
to three times the amount paid this 
year looming, 1978 becomes the first 
year self insurance makes 
economic sense, Andrade said. 

Mayor Pro Tem John McCarthy 
said $17,565 for 22 claims has been 
paid for five years through 1977. 
“Personally, I think it’s ridiculous 
for us to go on paying these types of 
fees just ta have insurance,’’ he 
said, adding that the city will be 
better off in the long run under self - 
insurance 

Councilman Hal Bailin said 
residents need to realize ‘‘we’re on 
our own now. Basically, there’s no 
insurance policy,’ although he 
noted city liability would be limited 
through some private coverage. 

Councilwoman Ina Petokas 
indicated Upland must be prepared 
not to take a more lenient stand 
toward claims made. She added 
that denving claims ‘‘may be more 
difficult’’ for the council than 
private firms. 

Bailin pointed out the R.L. Koutz 
firm will provide recommendations 
on when to settle claims and how 
much should be paid. 

Andrade said city staff, including 
City Attorney Donald Maroney, 
would also review claims before 
recommendations are made to the 
City Council. 


Look to possibility of Olympic competition 


Travers told the council $300,000 
will be transferred to a limited 
account from the general fund 
reserve to cover the city’s share of 
responsibility for 1978. 

The council approved the self - 
insurance program on a 440 vote, 
with Councilman Bill Bottin absent 

Under its current insurance plan, 
Upland pays the first $2,000 on any 
claim, while the city would pay the 
first $75,000 on any claim settlement 
next year. 

Andrade noted that so far this 
year $132 has been paid in claims 
against the city. However, he added 
that the figure does not include 
pending claims, which he said could 
be a ‘‘significant’’ amount. 

He explained that claims are 
based on date of occurrence so that 
Upland will not bear greater 
responsibility for a claim settled or 
awarded next year if the incident 
itself happened previously. 

The finance director said three 
companies — Admiral Insurance, 
First State Insurance and Midland 
Insurance — are providing coverage 
for single claims exceeding $75,000 
or total claims over $300,000. 

“No one company is willing to 
take everything on by itself ... no 
one is willing to take the exposure,” 
he said. 


The three companies are 
spreading the risk, he added. 


Andrade noted Ontario and 
Montclair are: exploring the 
possibility of going to self - 
insurance for liability. The city of 


‘Chino adopted a self - insurance 


program similar to Upland’s on 
June 1. 


He said Upland has been self - 
insured for its workers’ 
compensation program since 
January 1975. 


Skaters roll to honors in Sacramento

But for the roll of wheels across 
hard wood replacing the scrape of 
blades on ice, they might be 
considered young Dick Buttons, 


. Peggy Flemings or Dorothy 


Hamills. 

The young members of the 
Foothill Skating Club show the same 
moves and dedication on roller 
skates that marked the giants of ice 
skating. 

And their instructors believe the 
young skaters will not roll in 
relative obscurity much longer 
because roller skating is arriving as 
a sport. 

Brad Byrd and Verda and Matt 
Asman are instructors for the 
Foothill Skating Club, which draws 
members from throughout the 
Pomona Valley and Orange County. 
The club’s home base is the Holiday 
Roller Rink in Montclair. 

The club has nearly 100 members, 
ranging in age from 4 years to their 
early 20s. The skaters captured 26 
places and finished first overall at 
an invitational meet in Sacramento 
during Thanksgiving weekend. 

Byrd said roller skating has been 
approved for competition during the 
next Pan American Games to be 
held in 1979. He and the Asmans 
noted plans are in the works to 
include roller skating as an 
exhibition sport in future Olympics. 

Asman, who teamed for eight 
years with his wife in skating 
competition, said most members of 
the club practice four or five hours 
each day, six days a week. 

Many of the skaters in their teens 
forego dating to maintain the 
regimen of practice, he said. 

He added that the sport can be 
expensive, with skates costing as 
much as $300 a pair and most 
skaters owning two pairs. Lessons 
and travel contribute to the expense, 
but Asman said the overall cost is 
less than ice skating. 

Twelve - year - old Robin Crilly of 


Alta Loma said that despite the 
hours of practice, the sport remains 
fun. Robin teamed with Mark 
Behrman, 17, of Rialto to take third 
in sophomore pairs in Sacramento. 

Mrs. Asman said their 
performance was particularly 
outstanding in that the two had 
practiced together only four weeks 
before the competition. 

Robin, who has been skating four 
years, said she first became 
interested in the sport when she 
attended a skating sesssion open to 
the public. Now she hopes to 
compete in the national 
championships next year in Lincoln, 
Neb. 

Competition is sanctioned by the 
Amateur Athletic Union. 

At a recent evening practice, 
recorded music played while Byrd 
called the next movement over a 
microphone and the Asmans 
assisted some of the approximately 
20 club members with their intricate 
steps. 

A younger skater would 
occasionally stumble during a new 
move, but most rolled backward or 
forward with equal ease. 

Men and women team in both 
pairs and dance competition. Byrd 
pointed out the major difference is 
that the dance event involves no 
lifts. Individuals compete in figures 
and free styles. 

He explained that competition is 
divided into age groups and by 
degree of skill for the older skaters. 
Top skaters perform in the division 
for seniors. 


Byrd, who began skating at 6 and 
competed until 1975 when he was 22, 
called roller skating ‘‘just as 
artistic as ice.”’ 


Mrs. Asman said the two sports 
each draw from the other for new 
moves, an assortment including 
double axles (two and a half 
revolutions in the air) and triple 
jumps

She said the sport has had to 
overcome the image of the ‘‘dirty, 
dingy rink across from the railroad 
tracks.” 


Jim Elder, an Upland resident and 
retired lieutenant with the Orange 
County Sheriff's Office, owns the 
Holiday Roller Rink. 


He first became interested in the 
business through his son Carey, who 
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competes in the roller tournaments. 

He estimated roughly 27,000 
skaters compete at one level or 
another.

session,”’ Dirksen said in his recommendation.

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County bristles at state’s 
juvenile hall mandate

In brief but in no uncertain terms 
county supervisors told the 
state it should pay for an estimated 
$1 million in improvements to 
juvenile hall in San Bernardino if 
the California Youth Authority in- 
sists on imposing standards. 


The authority ought to look at 
whether its own institutions wouid 
comply with the proposed standards 
before it tells counties what to do, 
the supervisors added for good 
measure. 


Supervisor James L. Mayfield of 
Apple Valley said he was pleased 
that a county department head — in 
this case, Jerry D. Hill, the chief 
county probation officer — would 
argue the state should assume the 


full cost of a program it orders coun- 
ties to carry out. 

“Usually we have to do that (tell 
the state) ourselves,’’ Mayfield 
said. 

This was the latest in a series of 
disputes between the county and the 
state over who should pay for 
programs mandated by the state but 
administered by the county. 

In this instance, the California 
Youth Authority can develop and 
impose standards governing the 
operation of juvenile hall in San Ber- 
nardino, among others, under state 
law. 

“Tn the past, these standards have 
been flexible and allowed for local 
discretion concerning the building of 
facilities and management of the in- 
stitution,’ Hill said in a memoran- 


County Indians called 
significant minority 


San Bernardino County super- 
visors have agreed that nearly 14,- 
000 Indian residents should be con- 
sidered a significant minority to 
enable them to share more fully in 
federal job training and opportunity 
programs. 


The supervisors will request the 
Inland Manpower Association, the 
organization that allocates federal 
manpower funds in San Bernardino 
and Riverside counties, to give such 
a designation to Indians. 


The supervisors acted this week at 
the urging of Wyvonia Riddle, ex- 
ecutive director of the San Bernar- 
dino Indian Center, and John F. Har- 


dy, an attorney who donates time to 
the center. 

Federal employment and training 
programs are often aimed at such 
groups as the handicapped, women, 
youth, older workers, ex-offenders 
and Vietnam veterans. 

Other groups not named in 
specific legislation may be 
designated if they constitute at least 
2 percent of the population in the 
latest census, the U.S. Department 
of Labor has ruled. 

In the 1975 special census in San 
Bernardino County, 13,830 Indians 
were counted, a fraction below the 
required 2 percent. 

But Ms. Riddle said the census 


takers didn’t actively seek out In- 
dians from the rest of the population 
and that many were left uncounted 
because they bear Spanish sur- 
names. 

As a result, she added, Indians in 
San Bernardino County — most of 
whom live in urban areas, not reser- 
vations, she noted — do not benefit 
as much as they should from federal 
employment and training programs. 

Supervisor Joseph Kamansky of 
Upland said Indians should be given 
an opportunity to share more fully in 
such programs. Supervisor Dennis 
L. Hansberger of Yucaipa said he 
thought Indians had already been 
designated as a group needing help 
and called it ‘‘an oversight.” 


Supervisor James L. Mayfield, 
whose desert district includes some 
Indian reservations, said federal 
funds for construction projects 
appeared to be readily available, 
‘“‘but I haven’t seen any money go 
out there to help them (Indians) 
develop their skills.” 


Ms. Riddle said the designation 
requested by the supervisors should 
help Indians conipete more effec- 
tively for available federal funds.

‘“‘The implementation of the 
proposed standards would reflect a 
major change in the state-county 
relationship, with the state no 
longer assuming the role of consul- 
tant but instead becoming an agency 
that enforces adherence to these 
standards ....” 

Contrary to the California Youth 
Authority’s claim that no additional 
cost would result from the proposed 
standards, Hill argued, San Bernar- 
dino County would have to pay $382,- 
000 more every year to operate 
juvenile hall. 

This doesn’t include $1,035,000 in 
additional construction costs, he 
added. 

Hill said even some of the youth 
authority’s own institutions would 
probably fail to comply with the 
proposed standards. 

‘“‘We recognize the need for 
minimum standards to guarantee 
protection and care for youngsters, 
but we also recognize the need for 
those standards to apply universal- 
ly, including the youth authority in- 
stitutions,’’ Hill said. 

‘“‘We are concerned that the 
juveniles committed to youth 
authority institutions are not 
receiving the care and direction 
they need. 

‘“‘We realize that neither the staff 
ratios, the facility requirements, 
nor the number of inmates ... would 
comply with the proposed stan- 
dards.” 

The supervisors decided to tell 
state officials: 

— That standards for juvenile hall 
are adequate. 

— That if the state insists on a set 
of standards for juvenile hall, it 
should pay for their cost — not the 
county. 

— That if the state adopts stan- 
dards for juvenile halls, it should 
also apply them to California Youth 
Authority institutions. 

In a related matter, the super- 
visors urged Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown Jr. to appoint a commission 
to review Juvenile Court law, which 
hasn’t been looked at comprehen- 
sively since 1961, when Brown’s 
father was governor. 

The supervisors acted at the re- 
quest of the county’s Juvenile 
Justice and Delinquency Prevention 
Commission. In turn, the commis- 
sion sought support for a recommen- 
dation by the grand jury in Los 
Angeles County.

Each government body, however, has a common goal 
— getting the Los Angeles Department of Airports,

At issue is money. Cost for completing the tunnel and 


, road improvements needed to eliminate a long Archibald 


Avenue ‘‘loop’’ route around the expanded runway is es- 
timated at from $35 to $40 million. 

Several local officials — particularly county Super- 
visor Joe Kamansky — contended the department of air- 
ports has for years given the clear impression that it 
would finance the tunnel as part of the replacement 
runway project. 

Clifton Moore, department of airports general 
manager, speaking through a spokesman, said, “We 
have never made a commitment to any expenditure of 
funds for the tunnel.”’ 

Meanwhile, the replacement runway project is. ex- 
pected to go to bid in the not-too-distant future. Only 
recently have negotiations begun to determine how the 
tunnel project will be funded — or what portion of the 
multi-million-dollar job will be completed in conjunction 
with construction of the new runway 

(The replacement runway, the first-phase in a series of 
planned improvements at OIA, will cost $9.5 million, or 
approximately one-fourth of the total tunnel project. ) 

(The runway scheduled to be built next year will be 700 
feet south and 2,000 feet east of the present runway. It is 
designed to partially reduce the impact of aircraft noise 
on residential areas and will allow OIA to handle larger 
aircraft.) 


Employment program 
aids disabled veterans 


Bill Steele and Mike 
Merkler are disabled 
veterans whose only task at 
the Ontario Employment 
Development Department 
(EDD) is to locate other 
disabled veterans and help 
them find meaningful 
employment. 

‘‘T think one of the 
problems is the employers 
don’t understand disabled 
veterans,’’ Steele said. 
“They think they should be 
in a wheelchair with two 
artificial limbs and this is 
not the case."’ He pointed 
Out both he and Merkler 


_ were disabled in Viet Nam, 


‘‘and you can see we're not 
freaky looking.” 

Steele and Merkler are 
part of a new Disabled 
Veteran's Outreach 
Program (DVOP) and work 
under the supervision of 
Alma A. Glueck, the local 


EDD’s veterans employ- 


ment representative 
Prior to the new 
program, which began April 
1, the department's official 
veteran representative was 
a part-time position but the 
increased federal funding 
has resulted in a larger 


staff and an ability for an 
outreach capacity, Merkler 
said 

Merkler said the EDD 


veterans who came to the 
office for help in the past, 
but under DVOP, he and 
Steele write personal 
letters to the approximately 
275 Viet Nam veterans 
known to reside in the West 
End 

Lists of those disabled 
veterans are obtained 
through the Veterans 
Administration, with which 
Merkler and Steele work 
closely, he said. 

He added he and Steele 
follow up all letters with 
personal visits 

‘‘Everybody seems 
enthusiastic and the people 
already. at work encourage 
us,’ Merkler said 

The EDD workers have 


several programs which 
could aid veterans in 
locating jobs 

Often, Comprehensive 


Employment Training Act 
jobs can be found 
temporarily with city or 
county governments in 
which the federai 
government pays half the 
employee's wage, Merkler 
said 

The VA On The Job 
Training program will pay 
the veteran a subsidy while 
he learns a trade from a 
qualified employer, 
according to Mrs. Glueck. 
She said the subsidy 





could only help those

Faced with a dilemma, local government have done 
the following: 

— County Board of Supervisors adopted a resolution 
that “requests the Los Angeles Airport Commission 
provide for the construction of a tunnel at Archibald 
Avenue when the new runway is constructed.” 

— The San Bernardino Associated Governments 
(SANBAG) did more that request. It adopted a resolu- 
tion “opposing expansion of OIA without an Archibald 
Avenue tunnel.” 

— The Ontario City Council indicated that 
it considers the adoption of such resolutions premature. 

“We don’t want anything to stand in the way of con- 
struction of the runway expansion,” said Mayor Paul 
Treadway. 

Councilman Beecher Medlin noted representatives of 
the city, county and department of airport staffs have 
begun negotiations aimed at devising a formula for a 
split in the financing of the tunnel. 

City Engineer Edward James, who represents the city 
in those negotiations, said the immediate aim is getting a 
tunnel ‘‘shell’’ put in place during the runway expansion 
project. One estimate places the cost for this initial 
phase of the project at $4 million. 

Ontario’s main concern apparently is avoiding getting 
saddled with a majority of the cost for the tunnel. 

The entire controversy has placed the Ontario City 
Council in a delicate position that has produced some in- 
teresting political footwork. 

For example, Councilman Homer Briggs 
termed the supervisor’s “‘request’’ that the tunnel be 
part of the runway expansion project as ‘‘too harsh.” He 
said he “hoped’’ the city could ‘‘soften (its) thinking’ 
while negotiations on the tunnel payment is underway. 

The next day, however, Briggs seconded a motion 
made by Kamansky at a SANBAG meeting that resulted 
in the regional body being on record as questioning the 
‘‘value and cost effectiveness’ of the runway expansion 
without an accompanying tunnel project. 

Briggs said it is easier for SANBAG, which has less 


direct contact than the city with the airport owners, to 
take such a firm stand. 


Meanwhile, Supervisor Kamansky predicted that, 
after the political maneuvering is completed, there will 
be a resolution of the controversy. ; 

“I think they (the airport commission) are playing 
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games to seek who will pay for the tunnel project,” 
Kamansky said. 

As part of this game, the department of airports is us- 
ing ‘‘a little blackmail” that involves the subtle threat 
that the airport expansion project could be jeopardized if 
local officials take too hard a stand on the tunnel finan- 
cing issue, Kamansky observed.

Residential fires are 
responsible for 57 percent of 
the .deaths by fire in the 
United States. Most of these 
fires occur between the 
hours of 11 p.m. and 6 a.m

How can you protect your 
family and your home from 
tragedy? The Ontario-

A‘family evacuation plan 
is-Vital. You might feel a bit 
feolish conducting a family 
fire. drill, but a brief 
practice session could mean 
the difference between safe 
eseape and entrapment. 

Fire itself generally is not 
the cause of death in most 
home fires. Smoke and 
texic gases are the real 
killers. Without adequate 
warning, a family may not 
awaken until flames are 
well under way and the 
Gonfined space of a 
bedroom is filled with 
smoke 
You can give your family 
the extra time needed to get 
to safety by making a 
relatively inexpensive 
investment in home smoke 
detectors. Because smoke 
usually indicates the 
presence of fire much 
$poner than heat, most 


experts agree that smoke 
detectors are better early- 
warning devices for homes 
than heat sensors 

The two types of smoke 
detectors most commonly 
available are photo-electric 
detectors and ionization 
detectors. Each has a few 
basic strengths and 
weaknesses. You may want 
to consider a selection of 
each for a more complete 
home fire-warning system 

Photoelectric detectors 
are powered by regular 
house current and must be 
connected to an ele?tric 
outiet, limiting the 
installation locations. These 
devices sound an alarm 
when a beam of light within 
the detector is dispersed by 
smoke. They are relatively 
sensitive to smoke from 
smoldering fires, but react 
more slowly to flaming 
fires 

The devices sound few 
false alarms. However, 
their dependency on 
household electric current 
can make them inoperative 
in the event of an electrical 


fire or a short in the 
electrical system due to 
fire 


Ionization detectors use a 
radioactive source to

Trucking deregulation 
threatens small cities

More than 38,000 
communities in America 
are totally dependent on 
trucks for their food, fuel, 


medical supplies, and 
virtually all consumer 
goods.

suggested 


With alcoholic 
consumption a factor in 
nearly half of ail traffic 
deaths, and studies showing 
that one out of every four 
nighttime holiday drivers 
has been drinking, the 
Automobile Club of 
Southern California 
believes motorists should 
be fully aware of how 
dangerous that person is to 
others sharing the 
roadways. 

‘‘Since alcohol is a 
depressant, it slows down 
mental and physical 
activities, even when 
consumed in_ small 
quantities,’ said Robert J. 
Cheney, the Auto Club’s 
public safety manager. ‘‘It 
impairs decision - making, 
eye coordination and 
muscular control.” 

Some examples of how 
those driving defensively 
can spot the drunk driver in 
time to avert needless 
tragedies are: 

— The drunk driver will 
often travel with his or her 
windew rolled down, in 
spite of cold or rainy 
weather. 

_ Erratic and 
unnecessary flashing of 
brake lights can be a clue, 
since intoxicated drivers 
tend to be over - cautious. 


— The driver who slices 
back into his lane too soon 
after passing may be 
intoxicated. 


— Drinking drivers often 
signal for a turn and then 
turn in the opposite 
direction. 


— Vehicles traveling in 
darkness with the dome 
light on, but headlights off, 
are a better - than -average 
clue that the driver may 
have had too much to drink. 


— Weaving back and forth 
on the roadway is the most 
common indication of 
driver impairment from 
alcohol. Straddling lane 
lines is another. 


“The most hazardous of 
all is the drinking driver 
who crosses the center line 
and comes at you head-on,” 
Cheney continued. ‘‘The 
defensive driver should pull 
onto the shoulder if 
necessary. It’s better to roll 
over in the ditch than to 
collide head-on.’ 


Drivers should take note 
of the above (and other) 
abnormal driving habits 
and make proper 
allowances in their 
following distances, he 
added.

Legislation that will im- 
mediately lift the burden of 
property taxes from the 
shoulders of elderly citizens 
throughout the state has 
been signed.

Cut gasoline consumption 
by good driving, car care 


Advance trip planning, 
good driving habits and 
proper car care can help 
reduce gasoline 
consumption, significantly, 
according to the 
Automobile Club of 
Southern California. 

Louis J. Bintz, the Auto 
Club’s automotive 
engineering manager, said 
voluntary efforts to lower 
gasoline usage also “will 
greatly assist in attaining 
President Carter’s goal of a 
10-percent reduction by 
1985. It requires a personal 
commitment to conserve 
gasoline, but making five 
gallons of gasoline do the 
work of six is easy when you 
know how.” 

The ABC’s of saving 
gasoline include good trip 
planning techniques: 

— Pian local multi-stop 


trips ahead of time since 
back-tracking costs both 
fuel and time. For example, 
a stop at the grocery and 
the cleaners could be made 
on the way home from 
work, rather than making 
special trips to each one. 

— Individuals also can 
save by joining carpools, 
vanpools or buspools. A 
vehicle with two riders is 
twice as energy efficient as 
it is with one person. 

— Motorists can conserve 
gas by avoiding traffic jams 
and driving when the 
weather's dry. Wet 
pavement demands more 
power to reach a 
comfortable speed. Good 
drining habits are also 
important: 

— Drive at a steady pace. 
Unnecessary acceleration 
and braking can use twice 


as much fuel as going at 
constant speeds. Accelerate 
at a moderate pace and 
‘*float’’ with the 
mainstream. 

— Observe the 55 mph 
speed limit. For every five 
miles per hour over 50, 
there is a loss of as much as 
one mile to the gallon. 
Actually, the most 
economical speed for most 
modern cars is 45 mph — 
you'll use approximately 
15 percent less gasoline 
than you will at 55. 

— Warm up your engine 
before driving — but 
briefly. Let it run for about 
15 seconds before placing 
the vehicle in gear. 
Remember, 30 seconds of 
idling comsumes as much 
gasoline as you might use to 
start the car. Modern

CARE aids victims 


of cyclones 


CARE immediately 
began feeding survivors and 
providing supplies to aid 
victims of the disastrous 
twin cyclones that struck 
Andrha Pradesh and Tamil 
Nadu in November leaving 
tens of thousands homeless 
or dead. 

CARE distributed 750,000 
pounds of food in the first 
two days after the cyclone, 
and 20,000 pieces of clothing 
have been provided to sur- 
vivors. CARE headquarters 
in New York authorized an 
initial $165,000 worth of aid 
and an additional three 
million pounds of food 

“We are confident that 
the American people will 
want to help CARE feed and 
shelter the stricken  sur- 
vivors as well as to begin 
reconstruction,’ CARE 
representatives said. 

Larry Holzman, assistant 
CARE director in India, 
reported an estimated 100,- 
000 homeless and 1,500 dead 
in Guntur City alone. ‘““‘We 
are using food from our 
supply for regular CARE 
child feeding programs to 
feed 75,000 people,’’ he said 
and added, ‘‘We rushed an 
initial shipment of 11,000 
pounds of nutritious bread 
and glucose biscuits to the 
worst affected areas.” 

‘“‘We also supplied a 
bakery in Hyderabad,”’ 
Holzman continued, ‘‘with 
flour for the production of 
14,000 pounds of bread a 
day. Fifty thousand rations 
of bread have been air 
dropped and we are

providing 100,000 pounds of 
grain in small allotments 
and 10,000 pounds of cooking 
oil. A facility in Hyderabad 
is ready to produce 40,000 
pounds of ready-to-eat food 
a day. We have also 
purchased water purifier 
powder as well as thousands 
of blankets, clothing and 
tarpaulins, which are being 
distributed to victims.” 

In another cable, James 
A. Lory, field represen- 
tative in India, described 
the flash floods which 
destroyed 46 villages and 
noted, ‘‘Plans already are 
being implemented for con- 
struction of an initial group 
of 40 low-cost houses for the 
homeless in the hard-hit 
village of Vallipatti. The 
village is located beneath a 
one-mile-wide dam which 
was partially destroyed. 
CARE helped build the dam 
through a_ food-for-work 
project.’’

faced hazards and experiences unfamiliar to modern travelers 
who simply get into their cars and drive away. 


Early auto owners were pioneers 


Automobile owners in the 
early 1900s were modern- 
age pioneers. These 
travelers discovered that 
their automobiles could 
take them wherever they 
wanted to go, to places 
where they had never been 
before, ard to see people 
that they had always 
wanted to see. 

But in those early days of 
the fledgling automotive in- 
dustry, cars were not so 
readily accepted. They had 
to be tested, they had to be 
proven to be durable and 
reliable. 

So the automobile owner 
traveled. He went from one 
town to the next, from one 
state to another. Soon, the 
continent had to be crossed, 
bridging the gap between 
the two coasts. 

The first transcontinental 
trip from San Francisco to 
New York City took place in 
1903, according to the 
National Automobile Club. 
It took the brave travelers 
63 days to complete the 
3,000-mile trip 

With each new car that 
came from the factory, a 
new adventure awaited the 
eager owner. One such trip 
took two adventurers from 
San Francisco to Los 
Angeles in 1910. Here is the 
story of their long arduous 
journey: 

Leaving San Francisco 
one morning in July, the 
two young men drove their 
shiny black Winston Six 
through the streets of the ci-

ty. Pedestrians watched 
and laughed. In those days, 
a five cent piece would buy 
a large glass of beer plus 
the first four courses of a 
hearty meal. The idea of 
spending $2,400 for an 
automobile was completely 
ridiculous to them. 

Determined, the two lads 
headed out of the city in a 
cloud of smoke. Since road 
maps were almost nonexis- 
tent, they decided to inquire 
about their location from 
town to town 

They covered the first 
hundred miles to Gilroy 
without mishap. Just before 
reaching Santa Cruz, 
however, they busted a 
suspension spring. They 
located a bicycle shop out- 
side of town and purchased 
a new spring. Obviously, 
most car owners in the ear- 
ly 1900s had to be their own 
mechanics. Few people 
knew how to master the 
machine and most repairs 
on the road were a mixture 
of imagination and ingenui- 
ty. In 1910, there were only 
a half a million cars in the 
country, and few ‘“‘fix it” 
manuals were available. 

On the second day they 
made it to Salinas traveling 
a brisk 20 mph. None of the 
roads they drove on were 
paved, so they traveled 
along old stagecoach trails 
or cattle paths 

In Salinas they were told 
that from there southward 
the farmers would be look- 
ing for them. Apparently 
automobiles had a tendency 
to stampede livestock, so 
the farmers were scatter- 
ing glass along the roads 
and they were taking 
potshots at every rubber 
tire within sight. With this, 
the adventurers took a side 
road into Jolon and stayed 
the night at an old stage sta- 
tion hotel. 

The third day found the 
two men and the Winton 
struggling up the steep 
grade near Jolon and then 
through the towns of 
Bradley, San Miguel, Paso 
Robles, Santa Margarita, 
and San Luis Obispo. Most 
of the roads to those towns 
were blanketed with six in- 
ches of dust, but the six- 
mile section between 
Templeton and Paso Robles 
was So good that they whizz- 
ed along at 30 mph. 

On the fourth day, they 
stopped at Santa Maria for 
some gasoline. Gas cost 30 
cents a gallon in 1910. Hear- 
ing that they could get an in- 
credibly cheap 15 cents a 
gallon at the neighboring 
town of Gaviota, they decid- 
ed to go there. After a fill- 
up, the travelers barely got 
outside the town limits

when the car sputtered and 
died. 

They pushed it to Santa 
Barbara, a distance of 10 
miles. They found a 
mechanic who told them 
that they must have 
purchased that 15-cent gas- 
oline in Gaviota. It was, 
they soon discovered, very 
bad gasoline. After draining 
the tank and getting some 
more gas, they were off 
again. 

On the fifth day more 
trouble occurred. Outside 
Santa Barbara, on a steep 
grade, the Winton quit 
again. After some minor 
engine repairs, they dis- 
covered that the clutch 
would operate only in first 
gear. But they finally 


cleared the grade, chugged 
into Pismo Beach, and 
rumbled into Ventura. 


There they realized that 
they had been driving with 
the hand brake on, so the 
brakes needed repair. 


The last day found the two 
travelers having problems 
crossing a sandy stream 
bed that crossed and 
recrossed the road on the 
way from Oxnard to San 
Fernando. Several times 
the car stuck fast in the 
sand and had to be pushed 
Meanwhile, a young boy on 
horseback passed by 
shouting ‘‘Get a horse.”’ 


But the Winton finally 
made it to Los Angeles un-

Not since the Bob 
Bondurant School for High 
Performance Driving left 
the scene nearly four years 
ago has Ontario Motor 
Speedway been utilized for 
such a program.

‘But from the advance 
reservations we already 
have, it appears that 
Southern California is ready 
for a really professional 
approach to learning what 
road racing is all about.”’ 

An initial class of seven 
was on hand to take the 
basic course, which consists 
of three consecutive days of 
instruction and on-track 
training. The school is 
equipped with nine Formula 
Fords and can handle an 
equal number of students 
each week. 

Although seemingly 
Short, the three-day basic 
course is carefully designed 
for learning. Each student 
completes a minimum of

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Children’s headaches 
can signal problems 


Headaches are the most 
frequent cause of children’s 
complaints that involve the 
nervous system. Although 
most headaches are not 
caused by a disease of the 
brain, occasionally a child’s 
compiaint of headache may 
suggest a significant 
problem to your physician. 

Parents should treat oc- 
casional, intermittent 
headaches in children with 
reassurance and judicious 
use of aspirin. However, if 
it becomes necessary to use 
aspirin more than four or 
five times during a week, 
the child should be examin- 
ed by a doctor. 

A child under the age of 
four who persistently com- 
plains of a headache should 
also see a doctor since it is 
unusual for children this 
young to mention a 
headache. (However, if 
adults in the family tend to 
channel their physical com- 
plaints into ‘‘headaches,”’ 
then some young children 
frequently will mimic them 
and complain of a 
headache, no matter what 
is troubling them. ) 

If a child had been un- 
conscious or continues to 
complain of a headache 12 
hours after a head injury, 
he or she should be examin- 
ed by a doctor. 

The more serious 
headaches of childhood 
generally fall into four 
categories: Those caused 
by increased pressure in- 
side the skull that results 
from a tumor or other mass 
in the brain; migraine 
headaches; tension 
headaches; and cervical 
neuritis. 

Although the brain tissue 
itself has no sensation, the 
presence of a space - oc- 
cupying mass in the brain 
can cause increased 
pressure inside the skull 
which in turn causes 
headache that often may be 
accompanied by persistent 
vomiting, particularly early 
in the morning; double vi- 


Adoption 
studied 


It costs the federal and 
state governments 1.2 
billion annually to take care 
of the 100,000-350,000 
children in foster homes 
and child care institutions 
across the country. 
According to the Dec. 13 
Family Circle, about a third 
of these children could be 
adopted. The problem, says 
the magazine, is that most 
of these youngsters have 


‘special needs’’ — they are 
physically or mentally 
handicapped, no longer 


infants, or of minority or 
mixed parentage. 


In discussing one young 
couple who chose to adopt 
two handicapped children, 
the article makes the point 
that parents who want these 
youngsters face unusual 
problems. Among the most 
pressing is financial 
assistance for medical bills. 


A foster child’s medical 
bills are covered under 
Medicaid, but, as the 
magazine reports, when 
foster parents” or 
prospective parents adopt a 
handicapped’ child, 
Medicaid ceases. 
Additionally, when a health 
will not cover the adoptee 
on a family policy. For 
most couples this makes 
adoption a financial 
impossibility. 


The Family Circle article 
includes information on 
legislation now pending in 
Congress that could solve 
this monetary problem. The 
most important provision of 
the proposed law would 
provide federal subsidies 
for medical coverage of 
homeless handicapped 
children after adoption. 
Another provision of this 
act would continue monthly 
financial payments on a 
case by case basis for foster 
parents who want to adopt 
the child now in their care 
(or another available child) 
but cannot afford to do so. 


The new law also takes 
the first step toward 
standardizing adoption 
services and modernizing 
adoption laws among the 
states — a move that could 
eliminate many of the 
barriers that now keep 
people from adopting. As it 
stands, says une magazine, 
“The plan also would cost 
taxpayers far less than 
foster care — maybe even 
half the amount.”’

Migraine headaches in 
older children may be 
treated with ergot (a sub- 
stance obtained from a 
grain fungus) preparations 
and occasionally with seda- 
tion. 

Migraine headaches are 
quite unpredictable: Ap- 
proximately one - third of 
the children with migraine 
will continue to have oc- 
casional attacks throughout 


their lives; another third, 
particularly females during 
various periods of their 
menstrvai cycies, will have 
migraine attacks that 
become worse as they grow 
older; and the other third 
will not have any attacks as 
adults. 

Children who have ten- 
sion headaches usually are 
anxious and complain of 
headache that radiates

relationships are 
significantly disturbed by 
headaches, he or she should 
be evaluated by a physician. 

At times, headache may 
indicate a psychological 
disturbance in a child, and 
you should find out whether 
the headaches are occuring 
only at certain times of the 
day — such as during school 
or while the child is at play 
— since tension headaches 
tend to increase as 
emotional problems 
worsen. An attempt should 
be made to resolve the 
problems or the child may 


continue to suffer 
headaches throughout life. 

Cervical neuritis, which 
may develop after even 
slight injury to the neck 
region, causes children to 
complain of constant 
headache that worsens 
when they move their 
necks. They usually cannot 
pinpoint the area of the 
headache but imply they 
feel it in the forehead or 
over the entire head. Cer- 
vical neuritis frequently 
responds dramatically to a 
neck collar.

Pet population booms

“Do you want a puppy? 
We can’t keep him, but we 
want him to have a good 
home.” As our pet popula- 
tion climbs toward 80 
million animals, primarily 
dogs and cats, this is a com- 


mon refrain in 
neighborhoods across the 
country 


Apparently not all pet 
owners know about the con- 
traceptive techniques call- 
ed spaying and neutering 

Spaying is the surgical 
removal of a female's 
ovaries, or ovaries and 
uterus. Neutering is the sur- 
gical removal of the male’s 
testicles 

Spaying can be performed 
on a healthy female animal 
of any age, but recovery is 
most rapid when the sur- 
gery is performed on an 
animal eight or nine months 
old. Males can be neutered 
when they are about a year 
old 

Generally, dogs and cats 
are just approaching sexual 
maturity at these times 
They have already received 
much of the benefit of the 
hormones produced by the 
reproductive organs, and 
will not lose their spirit 
after the surgery 

When done by a 
veterinary surgeon, spaying 
and neutering are relatively 
simple operations. A 
general anesthetic is used 
so there is no pain, and very 
few animals show any signs 
of discomfort after the 
operation 

Pet owners reluctant to 
alter their pets argue that 
removal of the reproductive 
organs increases weight 
gain and makes pets 
sluggish. This is not the 
case 

If the surgery is per- 
formed when the pet is very 
young, it may grow larger 
and have a quieter per- 
sonality, but it will not be 
sluggish. 

Pets become fat and lazy 
primiarily through 
overfeeding and lack of ex- 
ercise. In those instances 
where pets do get fat after 
spaying or neutering, they 
are simply being fed too 
much

tions of a female. 

— There is no disruption 
in training or performance 
of females used as Seeing 
Eye or guard dogs. 

— Neutering male cats 
usually prevents their in- 
discriminate wetting inside 
the home. 

And of course, spaying 
and neutering help control 
the pet population problem 
Last year animal shelter 
personnel had to destroy 14 
million companion animals 
because there were no 
homes for them. An ad- 
ditional number of un- 
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wanted pets are abandoned 
each year to die of starva- 
tion, disease or exposure. 

To promote spaying and 
neutering of companion 
animals, some humane 
organizations are requiring 
all pets obtained through a 
shelter be spayed as a con- 
dition of adoption. In- 
creasing numbers of pure- 
bred pet breeders also 
recommend the altering of 
any animal purchased for 
companionship, rather than 
show purposes 

And some cities are 
proposing higher license 
fees for unaltered pets. If 
you do have a dog or cat not 
used in an established 
breeding program, talk to 
your veterinarian now 
about spaying or neutering 
services 


Protection for skateboarders

The constant rise in the 
number of skateboard in- 
juries calls for an 
educational campaign to 
teach appropriate protec- 
tion measures. 

Great speed without any 
braking devices; concrete 
and asphalt riding surfaces; 
and lack of safety equip- 
ment, such as helmets all 
contribute to the increasing 
frequency and severity of 


injury. 
Although skateboards 
look easy to ride, 


youngsters often take un- 


necessary risks. Speeds up 
to 50 m.p.h. have been 
reported without adequate 
stopping or turning control. 
Some advice for 
skateboard lovers: 


— Wear shoes, long pants, 
long-sleeved shirts and 
helmets. 


— Learn proper rolling 
and somersault techniques 
to minimize injury 

— Hold competitive 
events on graded tracks 
with soft shoulders to 
reduce accidents. 


— Restrict skateboards 


from high-density or high- 
speed traffic areas. 

The increasing popularity 
of skateboard riding results 
from low cost and newer 
design for greater speed 
and maneuverability. For a 
small investment a child as 
young as five can have 
transportation and speed. 

As a result skateboards 
have become an increasing- 
ly significant cause of 
childhood injury over the 
past several years. This is 
particularly marked 
because skateboard riding, 
as a sport, is going through 
a popularity explosion.

Museum sets treasure show 


The ‘“‘Egyptomania”’ sweeping the country today is not 
unlike that of the 1920's when the discovery of King 
Tutankhamun’s tomb captured the imagination of people 
everywhere, according to Dr. James Brashler, assistant 
director of the Institute for Antiquity and Christianity in 
Claremont. 

Brashler, speaking on the ‘‘Treasures of 
Tutankhamun” at a recent meeting of the Fine Arts 
Foundation of Scripps College, said 

“The revival of the interest in Egyptian antiquities is 
of course attributable to the fact that millions of 
Americans for the first time can view these treasures 
uncovered by English archaeologist Howard Carter 
some 55 vears ago.”

the other, each carved with scenes depicting his daily life 
and the last one of solid gold that encased his body; and 
of course, the much-publicized gold mask of 
Tutankhamun which will be one of the first things the 
visitor to the exhibit at the LACMA will see 

“King Tutankhamun reigned briefly about 1350 B.C 
for he died at 20 years of age. He was a pharoah of the 
18th dynasty, a division of Egyptian history, and this was 
a turbulent and exciting time comparable to the 
Renaissance, Reformation and Counter-Reformation of 
European culture... 

“This period was marked by a series of strong

amended effective July 1, 1949, March 1, 1952, August 1, 1954, February 1. 
1960, September 15, 1969, January 1, 1974, July 1. 1974, and February 1, 1975. 
which provides for participation of Public Agency in said System, Board 
and Public Agency hereby agree as follows 

A. Paragraphs 1 through 8 are hereby striken from said contract as ex- 
ecuted effective July 1, 1974, and hereby replaced by the following 
paragraphs number | through 11 inclusive: 

1. All words and terms used herein which are defined in the Public 
Employees’ Retirement Law shall have as defined therein unless otherwise 
specifically provide. ‘‘Normal retirement age” shall mean age 60 for mis- 
cellaneous members and age 55 for local firemen, and age 50 for local 
policemen 

2. Public Agency shall participate in the Public Employees’ Retirement 
System from and after August 1, 1944, making its employees as hereinafter 
provided, members of said System subject to all provisions of the Public 
Employees’ Retirement Law except such as apply only on election of a con- 
tracting agency and are not provided for herein and to all amendments to 
said Law hereafter enacted except such as by express provisions thereof 
apply only on the election of contracting agencies 

3. Employees of Public Agency in the following classes shall become 
members of said Retirement System except such in each such class as are 
excluded by law or this agreement 

a. Local Firemen (herein referred to as local safety members) 

b. Local Policemen (herein referred to as local safety members): 

c. Employees other than local safety members (herein referred to as 
miscellaneous members) 

In addition to the classes of employees excluded from membership by 
said Retirement Law, the following classes of employees shall not become 
members of said Retirement System 

NO ADDITIONAL EXCLUSIONS 

4. The fraction of final compensation to be provided for each year of 

credited prior and current service as a miscellaneous member shall be 
determined in accordance with Section 21251.13 of said Retirement Law 
(2% at age 60) 
5. The fraction of final compensation to be provided for each year of 
credited prior and current service as a safety member shall be determined 
in accerdance with Section 21252.01 of said Retitement Law (2% at age 50) 
for local policemen 

6. The fraction of final compensation to be provided for each year of 
credited prior and current service as a safety member shall be determined 
in accordance with Section 21252.1 of said Retirement Law (One-half pay at 
age 55) for local firemen 

7. The following additional provisions of the Public Employees’ Retire- 
ment Law which apply only upon election of a contracting agency shall app- 
ly to the Public Agency and its employees 

a. Section 20952.5 (providing for age 50 as the minimum voluntary retire- 
ment age for local safety members, with benefit payments commencing 
prior to age 55 subject to actuarial discount) only for local firemen. 

b. Section 21222.1 (providing for a five-percent increase in allowances to 
which the annual cost-of-living provisions apply, payable for time commen- 
cing on the first day of the calendar month coinciding with or next following 
the effective date of this amendment, to or on account of persons retired or 
members deceased on or prior to December 31, 1970) 

c, Section 21222.2 (providing for a five-percent increase in allowances to 
which the annual cost-of-living provisions apply, payable for time commen- 
cing on the first day of the calendar month coinciding with or next following 
the effective date of this amendment, to or on account of persons retired or 
members deceased on or after January 1, 1971 but before July 1, 1971) 

d. Section 21222.6 (providing for a fifteen-percent increase in allowances 
to which the annual cost-of-living provisions apply, payable for time com- 
mencing on the first day of the calendar month coinciding with or next 
following the effective date of this amendment, to or on account of certain 
miscellaneous members retired or deceased prior to July 1, 1971) 

e. Sections 21263 and 21263.1 (providing upon the death of a member who 
retired for service or disability for continuance of a post-retirement sur- 
vivor allowance to certain survivors) 

f. Sections 21380-21388 (providing for allowances for survivors of 
members covered under the 1959 Survivor's Program upon the member's 
death before retirement) 

8. Public Agency, in accordance with Section 20740, Government Code, 
shail cease to be an “‘employer”’ for purposes of Chapter 6 of the Public 
Employees’ Retirement Law effective as of the effective date of this 
amendment to this contract. Accurnulated contributions of Public Agency 
as of the date of such amendment shall be fixed and determined as provided 
in Section 20759, Government Code, and such accumulated contributions 
and contributions hereafter made shall be held by the Board as provided in 
Section 20759, Government Code 

9. Public Agency shall contribute to said Retirement System as follows: 

a. With respect to miscellaneous members, the agency shall contribute 
the following percentages of monthly salaries earned as miscellaneous 
members of said Retirement System: 

(1) 11.066 percent on account of the liability for current service benefits. 

(2) 0.245 percent on account of the liability for the 1959 Survivor 
Progarm 

(3) 0.140 percent until June 30, 1985 on account of the liability for the 
benefits provided under Section 21222.1 of said Retirement Law. 

(4) 0.108 percent until June 30, 2000 on account of the liability for the 
benefits provided under Section 21222.6 of said Retirement Law. 

b. With respect to local safety members, the agency shall contribute the 
following percentages of monthly salaries earned as local safety members 
of said Retirement System 

(1) 18.532 percent on account of the liability for current service benefits 

(2) 0.190 percent until June 30, 1985 on account of the liability for the 
benefits provided under Section 21222.1 of said Retirement Law 

c. A reasonable amount per annum, as fixed by the Board to cover the 
costs of administering said System as it affects the employees of Public 
Agency, not including the costs of special valuations or of the periodical in- 
vestigation and valuations required by law. 

d. A reasonable amount as fixed by the Board, payable in one installment 
as the occasions arise, to cover the costs of special valuations on account of 
employees of Public Agency, and costs of the periodical investigation and 
valuations required by law 

10. Contributions required of Public Agency and its employees shall be 
subject to adjustment by Board on account of amendments to the Public 
Employees’ Retirement Law, and on account of the experience under the 
Retirement System as determined by the periodical investigation ‘and 
valuation required by said Retirement Law. 

11. Contributions required of Public Agency and its employees shall be 
paid by Public Agency to the Retirement System within thirty days after 
the end of the period to which said contributions refer or as may be 
prescribed by Board negotiation. If more or less than the correct amount of 
contributions is paid for any period, proper adjustment shall be made in 
connection with subsequent remittances, or adjustments on account of 
errors in contributions required of any employee may be made by direct 
cash payments between the employee and the Board. Payments by Public 
Agency to Board may be made in the form of warrants, bank checks, bank 
drafts. certified checks, money orders, or cash. 

B. This amendment shall be attached to said contract and shall be effec- 
tive on the first day of Febraury, 1978.
